The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 112, 1 st 
rejections are withdrawn because toxicity of the proteins encoded by the claimed nucleic acids 
towards humans is not the issue; numerous pesticides are toxic to mammals and many are 
known neurotoxins.
